Paragon Volume 43 "And You Call this 
Fun?" was printed by Herff Jones, 2525 Mid- 
point Dr., Edwardsville, KS 66111 with the 
aid of in-plant Customer Service Advisor 
Lisa Merino. With a press run of 1125, the 
208-page book featured 100 lb. Bordeaux pa- 
per. Early orders of the yearbook cost $43, 
while late May orders rose to $48 and $60 
for any extra copies when the book arrived 
in August. 

The book features a staff created four-col- 
or litho cover with gloss lamination. Inspira- 


tion for the theme phrase, "And You Call this 
Fun?" came from a magazine advertisement. 

The yearbook featured headlines using 
Helvetica Neue and Palatino, while copy 
and captions fatured Palatino. Original de- 
signs were inspired by magazine spreads 
compiled for a Creativity Book project. 

All pages were submitted on CD, using 
Adobe InDesign CS2 and Adobe Photoshop. 
Our staff photographers shot most of the 
yearbook digitally on Publications Dpart- 
ment Nikon D70s and photographers' own 
Canons, while they processed and printed 
approximately 15 percent of the photos with 
black and white Kodak TMAX 400. Halter- 
man /Root Photography Studios in Ottawa, 
IL, shot all underclassman and senior por- 
traits, as well as club group shots. Mr. Da- 
vid Russell supplied the team shots for the 
sports spreads, along with lots of advice for 
our computer and Photoshop needs 

The 2007 Paragon "like always, like nev- 
er before" was named a National Scholas- 
tic Press Association Pacemaker finalist, In- 
diana High School Press Association Hoo- 
sier Star, and earned 2nd in Best of Show at 
the JEA/NSPA Fall National Convention in 
Philadelphia.
